SUBJECT: DETERMINATION OF PERSONS SUSPECTED OF SUFFERING 
FROM A MENTAL ILLNESS 


The purpose of this Notice is to provide sworn personnel guidance when determining if a person 
is suspected of suffering from a mental illness. Officers will determine if a person is suspected 
of suffering from a mental illness based on the following: 

• The officer(s) observations (based on training and experience); 

• Self-reported by the subject (diagnosis and/or medication); 

• Statements from credible third party (family member, care-giver, mental health 
professional, and/or citizen); or, 

• History of mental health contacts or hospitalizations (Mental Evaluation Report via 
Mental Evaluation Unit). 

Additionally, pursuant to Department Manual Section 4/260.20, Taking Persons With a Mental 
Tllness Into Custody, when a person is taken into custody for a criminal offense and the person is 
suspected of having a mental illness, the Mental Evaluation Unit shall be contacted prior to the 
person being booked.
